It was from this receptacle 
that the body was removed today. The at- 
mosphere at the point where the excavation 
Was made was ost stifling, and the work 
was prosecuted at different. times during 
the stillness of the night, with no 
human eye to witness it save those 
who were assisting in the labor 
of love. Two days after the funeral of Mrs. 
Lincoln, in July, 1882, her body was taken by 
the guard and laid beside that of her hus- 
band. The members bound themselves by 
the solemnity of an oath not to reveal what 
had been done until the proper time should 
arrive todoso. The hair and whiskers have 
fallen off Lincoln’s head and the face is very 
black. The contour 1s, however, still perfect, 
and the face is said to strongly resemble that 
of the bronze statue on the monument.

A VERY HEAVY FAILURE. 


THE JEWELRY HOUSE OF CLAPP & 
DAVIES GOES TO THE WALL. 


Total Liabilities Which Will Probably Ex- 
ceed $300,000 and Assets Which Are 
Not Expected to Realize Much Over 
$150,000—The Proportion of Unsecured 
Creditors Large—Excitement Yesterday 
Among the Agents of Jewelry Manu- 

urers. 


The announcement shortly after noon yes- | 


terday that the Washington street jewelry 
house of Clapp & Davies had failed created 
no little excitement among the agents of 
Eastern firms who were, with scarcely an 
exception, drawn into the long list of credit- 
ors, whose name is legion. The failure of 
this wholesale jewelry house is in many re- 


spects peculiar, as will be shown by the vast 


amount of credit they had obtained in the 
face of rumors for at least a year that they 
were sinking. The knowledge of the failure 
first became known when confessions or 
judgment were entered in the Superior Cour: 
for an aggregate sum of $139,553, distrib 
uted as follows: H. B. Peabody, $14,700; 
Ada 8. Havens, $10,388; Daniel A. Loring, 
$5,274; H. B. Peabody, $4,224; Mary E. Han 
ley, $14,067; William Cudworth, $10,408; W. 
B. Clapp, $65,500; Mary E. Hanley, $12,994. 
The house had dealt largely with manufact 
uring firms in the East, and as not one dollar 
of the confessed indebtedness was for metr- 
chandise a wild excitement immediately 
took possession of the resident agents and 
managers, who rushed to secure thejr claims. 
They might as well have remain 
offices, however, as neither Mr. Clapp nor 
Davies were to be seen, and the indebtedness 
already confessed more than absorbed the 
value of the entire stock. No definit idea of 
the firm’s assets could be gained, but a close 
estimate would place the value of 
the stock at about $140,000, which, 
if sold under the er, would bring 
probably $75,000. The outstanding bills 
due the firm, according to the book account, 
is something less than $75,000.. The liabilities 
will reach ,000, one-half of which is due 
to manufacturing firms in the East and else- 
where. Among the creditors are numbered 
nearly every house having a representation 
in Chicago which dealt in — — stock. A 
small list is appended, although the exact 
amounts could not, in all cases, be learned: 
The Waltham Watch Company, $15,000; Elgin 
National Watch Company, $9,000, secured for 
$6,000; Welch Clock Company ot Forestville, 
Conn., about $3,000; Courvoisier, Wilcox &

State street, less than $1,000; Louis Strauss- 
burger & Co. of New York, diamond dealers, 
$3,000; H. Muhr Sons of Philadelphia, 
dealers in watch cases and rings, 
$700; Mllinois Watch Company, $1,000; 
Waterbury Clock Company, $1,300; Keystone 
Watch-Case Company of Philadelphia, $2,000; 
Charles Glatz Watch Company of New York, 
$1,000; William Smith of New York, manu- 
facturer of — chains, $3,000; Young & 
Bennett of New York, manufacturers of 
— Rogers, Smitk & Co. of 

eriden, un., manufacturers of silver 
plate, about 00; en Britannia Com- 
pany, $1,200; rn & Fried of New York, 
manufacturers of gold rings, $800; Payton & 
Kelly of Providence, R I., manufacturers of 
gold 8250. This list by no means. in- 
cludes all the creditors, but is sufficient. to 
show that the defunct jewelry firm was not 
partial with its trade, but distributed its 
patronage to the least and the greatest.

A LARGE INVESTMENT. 


The Calumet Office Building Sold Yester- 
day for 6300, 000. 

Yesterday the Calumet Building, a nine- 
story fire-proof office structure at Nos. 187, 
189, and 191 La Salle street, was sold by 
Messrs Mortimer & Tapper to the Thayer es- 
tate of Boston for $300,000 cash, Mr. Bryan 
Lathrop acting for the estate and Mr. E. C, 
Waller for the owners of the building. The 


rapid improvement in the construction of 
office buildings displayed further south on 
the street, the structure is yet one of the 
most desirable for office purposes in the sec- 
tion, as is shown by the present rent list, 
made up in tne face of most attractive 
competition. The front is entirely 
of pressed brick and terra cotta, 
relieved only by some small belts 
of glazed tile, and has a very substantial ap- 
pearance. Soon after the building was com- 
pleted the owners leased it for a term of 
ten years to W. E. Hale, the elevator man, at 
an annual rental of $20,000, he assuming all 
taxes, insurance, and other expenses, in- 
cluding all repairs, making the sum net to 
the owners. Tust what Mr. Hale has made 
out of the transaction cannot be definitly 
told, but it is said the expenses do not far ex- 
ceed $10,000 per year and that the gross 
rental is about $40,000. So that while the 
builders were obtaining a round return for 
their investment, Mr. Hale was not being 
left far behind in the matter of profit. 

The structure cost Mortimer & Tapper 
about $140,000, but as they built it themselves 
and did not calculate any profit or interest 
on their money during the time of construc- 
tion, which was about a year and a half, it is 
safe to say thaf a fair value to any. one else 
would have been about $160,000.

IxDHANATOLis, Ind., April 14.—Something 
of a sensation developed today in connection 
with the frauds alleged to have been com- 
mitted at the last election.

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THE PAN-HANDLE INVESTIGATION. 


Retirement of S. J. Doggett, Cashier of the 
General Freight Office Here, 

The excitement on the Pan-Handle Road 
over the charges of conspiracy and theft 
among employés has pervaded the whole sys- 
tem, and the officials are bringing a search- 
ing inquiry to bear upon all who are in any 
way connected with the line. The Chicago 
terminus has also passed through the ordeal 
of an investigation. A little more than three 
weeks ago Mr. R. R. Morris, a traveling 
auditor, was dispatched to Ohicago, and with 
the aid of an assistant from Pittsburg began 
to check up the books of S. J. Doggett, 
cashier at the general freight office 
on North Halsted street. Auditor Morris 
came across many things in tne cashier’s 
books that did not seem easy of explanation, 
and at first attributed the oddity in book- 
keeping to the cashier’s eccentricities. For 
the last three weeks work on the books has 
been carried on night and day; and before a 
final conclusion was arrived at it looked as if 
the books would not balance. The investi- 
gation will be finished today, when Auditor 
Morris leaves for Pittsburg with a transcript 
of the account current for comparison with 
the company’s books at the general offices. 
Mr. Morris was seen by a THIBUNS reporter 
yesterday, and while he would not positively 
say that any one connected with the Chi 
freight office was guilty of wrong doing, he 
intimated that there appeared to be @ dis- 
crepancy in the cash account of Mr. Doggett 
of apparently from $16,000 to.$20,000.

VALUE OF THE EVIDENCE. 


MORE OF THE ARGUMENTS IN THE 
NICHOLS MURDER CASE. 


Testimony of a Circumstantial Character 
Said to Be the Best Obtainable—The 
Lawyers Engage in Abuse of the Wit- 
nesses Summoned by Their Respective 
Opponents—The Red Hair Found in the 
Victim's Hand—The Haddock Case Soon 
to Go to the Jury. 

Morris, III., April 14.—[ Special. Before 
the arguments were commenced in the Rock 
Island case this morning Mr. Case, for the 
defense, asked leave to place Elmer Prentiss 
of Joliet on the stand to contradict Dr. A. S. 
Cheeseman's testimony to the effect that 
Drinkworth.did not tell him he saw two sus- 
picious men on the train at the Joliet station 
the night of the murder. Mr. Stough, for 
the prosecution, agreed to this providing 
they would be permitted to introduce a half- 
dozen impeaching witnesses against Drink- 
worth and also some witnesses who had 
hedrd Prentiss tell what he knew about the 
story told Drinkworth by Dr. Cheeseman.

. Justice Russell was seen at his residence, No. 
1268 West Jackson street, last night, and in con- 
versation about the several charges preterred by 
the City Attorney said: No Justice ever makes 
returns to the Controiler except the Police Jus- 
tices, and the ordinance relating to Justices 
making returns to the Controller is void, as every 
lawyer knows. Asa matter of fact the ordinance 
has never been enforced and no Justice 
save the Police Justices have ever made any 
returns under it, and there was no occa- 
sion for me to report these cases. My 
books and papers have always been open to in- 
spection by the Controller or any other inter- 
ested party. The charge about forty odd cases is 
a palpable absurdity, and in all cases where 
there have been any cha they can be classed 
as coming under of what I said before. 
With reference to the accusation that my books 
show an indebtedpess to tne city-of $2,000, I can 
only say that I have never heard that they would 
show an indebtedness exceeding $700, and in one 
case it has been placed as low as $500. 
My own opinion is that 8750 will cover 
the whole amount of fines I have collected dur- 
ing the term I was in office, making no allow- 
ance for fees whatever. If Iam allowed what 
every Justice is in the habit of claiming it would 
show the city in my debt, as I estimate it, not 
less than $500. A scale of fees was published in 
some of the 2 last winter, purporting to be 
the work o ssistant City-Attorney Knight. 
At the rate he charges I made an estimate a 
couple of months ago which would show I was 
just about square with the city. The 
idea that there cap be a claim of anything like 
even $1,000 is perfectly absurd, and I do not at- 
tach any importance to the report that my books 
are to be investigated; in fact, I court the fullest 
investigation. About the erasures in the books I 
can say there isn’t à justice’s docket which won't 
show them, If any docket can be found without 
erasures it would be proof positive to the mind of 
any one cognizant of such affairs that it had been 
cooked up for a purpose.“ 

Justice Russell in a general way attributed 
the whole matter to one of the employés of the 
City Attorney’s office, whom, he says, he hap- 
pened to ¢ross on one occasion. He thought that 
where he could be charged with dollars other 
Justices could be charged with hundreds, and 
that the other nineteen Justices were in the 
same category with himself. He denied that 
there was anything special in his case, and char- 
acterized it as a persecution originating in the 
City Attorney’s office. He also said that no 
aspersions had ever been cast upon his character 
as a man or a magistrate outside of that office.

The Chicago Stove- Works are the only concern 
in that industry that is making any effort to run 
furnaces, They were working n journey- 
men and thirty-five 222222 esterday, who 
devoted their entire to the St. Louis firm’s 
castings. Mr. W. H. Cribben, the President of 
the Manufacturers’ Asseciation, is in Detroit, 
where a strike is momentarily expected. 

A member of the firm of Cribben & Sexton said 
that the strike was the most quiet in the history 
of the trade. In the strike of 1884 it was a dull 
day when some one was not killed or injured ons 
one side or the other. The men regarded this 
strike as unwarranted and therefore had little or 
no enthusiasm in rd to its developments, 
This gentleman claimed that the St. LouS® firm 
was filling its house with non-union men. He 
would not say what would be the effect in case 
they were able to transact their own business 
without the help of the association. 


THOUSANDS WILL QUIT WORK. 


Stove Molders in the Third District Will 
Strike—Other Labor Troubles. 

Detroit, Mich., April 14.—[Special.]|—Twenty- 
seven hundred men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment here Monday if the strike of the St. 
Louis stove molders does not fail before that 
day, and fully 3,500 other persons, mostly women 
and children, will be directly affected by the 
trouble. The molders number but 900. It is not 
thought possible here now that a strike can be 
avoided. The General Executive Committee of 
the National Defense Association of Stove Man- 
ufacturers met here this afternoon and decided 
to order the tabooed patterns to be used again in 
the Third District, which embraces Detroit, 
Cleveland. Cincinnati, Pittsburg, Wheeling, 
Zanesville, Louisville, Sharon, Pa., Akron, Ham- 
ilton, Marietta, O., and Lawrenceburg, Ind. Tite 
order takes effect Monday, and the patterns have 
been already distributed among those places. 
The stove molders here will never consent to 
work on the St. Louis patterns. The pay-rell of 
Detroit molders amounts to over 800, 000 a month. 
The men are contented and do not want to 
strike, but „ obey the order of the 
Knights. They have only recently had their pay 
raised, and a genera) feeling of content prevailed. 
They hoped the bosses here would break with 
the Defense Association, and are disappointed. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 14.—The trouble with 
the stoye molders has reached this city. The 
principal stove manufacturers around the falls 
are members of the National Stove- Manufact- 
urers’ Defense Association. Today they received 
the patterns which have passed through the 
shops of the Fourth District, where all the men 
are on a strike, and announce their intention of 
standing by the National Association. The num- 
ber of men employed is between 500 and 600. 
These latter say they will not do the work and 
expect to go out in the morning. The manufuct- 
urers say they are well stocked and that they 
Will not be injured by the strike. 


The Brickmakers’ Strike. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 14.—The Brick Man- 
ufacturers’ Association last night took a stand in 
regafd to the demands of their employés which, 
if carried out, will paralyze the building trade of 
the city. An agreement was submitted to the 
employers providing that preference should be 
ven to the Knights of Labor and all dificulties 
submitted for arbitration; also that the em- 
ployés of each yard should be under the super- 
vision of a committee of three composed of yard 
employés. This the manufacturers refused to 
sign, and at the meeting last nighta resolution 
was adopted by the association declaring that if 
the present difficulties between the Knights of 
Labor and the brick manufacturers be not set- 
tled by Saturday, April 16, the manufacture and 
delivery of bricks will cease that date. This 
decision, if the matter be not settled. will throw 
over 5,000 brickyard hands out of employment, 
besides affecting those employed in the various 
building trades. There are no bricks in the hands 
of builders, and they cannot afford to bring them 
here from other places. 


A Reign of Terror in Jamestown, N. Y. 

JAMESTOWN, N. V., April 14.—[{Special.}—Dur- 
ing the last two weeks a gang of burglars have 
entered houses here nightly. A week ago Ches- 
ter W. Green, one of the gang, was shot dead, 


but the burglaries continue nightly. There are 
but one day policeman and two night men in 


this city of 16,000 people. Last night John Welsh 


was attacked by two highwaymenon a leading 
thoroughfare at 9 o’clock and four houses were 
entered. M. Brockway had a desperate hand to 
hand struggle with one of the burglars. Chloro- 
form was thrown into his face. The three police- 
men seem powerless to make arrests. Citizens 
have volunteered their services as patrolmen. 
Women who live alone are afraid to go to bed 
and sit up all night. Women are followed and 
insulted in broad daylight ana a perfect reign of 
terror exists throughout the town. Ata special 
session of the City Council tonight $100 reward 
was offered for every burglar captured. This 
offer is made to any citizen whether on patrol 
duty or not. 


Arrested for Killing Her Mother. 

Fort Samira, Ark., April 14.—Cherry Scott, a 
mulatto murderess, was brought in today for the 
murder of her motherin the Choctaw Nation 
about six weeks ago. Cherry was visiting her 
mother and became involvedin a quarrel with 
her sister-in-law one evening. Her mother, think- 
ing that Cherry was imposing on her sister-in- 
law, told the latter to kill her. Cherry got very 
ai gry. got a doube-barreled shotgun, and, with- 
out giving her any warning, murdered her mother. 
When asked about the killing, Cherry seemed 
perfectly indifferent and said: Mother told my 
sister-in-law to kill me and I would kill anybody 
for that.“ She says she did not know that it was 
wrong.

THE PAWNERS’ SOCIETY BILL. 

The House of Representatives has sent 
back to the Judiciary Committee the pill 
introduced by Mr. Decker of this city about 
two months ago entitled “A bill for an act 


for the incorporation, management, and 


regulation of pawners’ societies, and limit- 
ing the rate of compensation to be paid for 
advances, storage, and insurance on pawns 
and piedges in certain cases.“ There is 
nothing partisan in the bill, and the only 
conceivable reason for opposing it was a de- 
sire to cater to the support of the present 


j pawnbroker class, which carries on a system 


of fleecing which is only one remove from 
downright robbery. 

In a great city there will always be a good 
many poor people out of employment, or 
sick, compelled -by their poverty to raise 
money on their personal property. Properly 
conducted the pawn business would be per- 
fectly legitimate—nothing more so. But 
outrageous advantage is taken of the necessi- 
ties of unfortunates. The advances made 
are generally a very small per cent of the 
actual selling value of the property, and the 
interest charged is 10 per ceht a month or 
more. The bill proposes to limit the rate of 
interest to 2 per centa month, and provides 
for the sale of the unredeemed pledges to 
the highest bidder, the surplus over the loan 
to go to the pawner, or, if not claimed within 
a year, to some charity or to the County 
Treasury. In no event can the association 
keep the surplus, as is now, the practice. 
The same principle of redemptidn and right 
to the surplus which obtains in a sale under 
foreclosure 18 appiied to property in pawn. 
It is easy to see that such a radical change 
would afferd great relief to the customer. 
The present temptation to extreme under- 
valuation would be removed, and a system 
of spoliation changed into one of fair and 
equitable loaning. 

There is no element of monopoly in the 
measure. The business would be open to 
competition the same as any other carried 
on under the general incorporation act of the 
State. Besides the special features named 
there are a few provisions in keeping with 
thé excellent character of the bill The 
minimum of capital is $25,000, the maximum 
$1,000,000. The management of the corpora- 
tion is to be in the hands of seven directors, 
five of whom shall be elected by the stock- 
holders on the cumulative plan, one ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and one by the 
Mayor of the city in Which the company does 
business. The latter provision is especially 
commendabie, for it provides a director 
whose éspecial duty it would be to see that 
the association was not used as a fence for 
thieves. It is believed that a large part of 
the business done by the ordinary pawnshops 
lies in furnishing salesrooms for stolen goods. 
Considerable effort is now made to guard 
against this abuse, but With unsatisfactory 
results. The Mayor's appointeé should be an 
expert and reliable detective. 

The passage of this bill would be the in- 
auguration of a much- needed reform. It had 
its conception in a philanthropic desire to help 
those in distress. Properly carried out. it 
would rival the Chicago Relief and Aid So- 
ciety in benefaction to the poor, and that 
without being any tax upon the public or in- 
volving any of the evils which are inevitably 
connected with ordinary charities. It tends 
to no weakening of self-helpfulness. On the 
contrary, it would encourage those in actual 
need to exhaust every resource to provide for 
themselves before becoming paupers. The 
laborer out of employment and the sick out 
of money of both sexes would then have 
some place to go for the means to buy the 
necessaries of lifé, assured of fair dealing. 
Before another winter sets in Chicago should 
have at least one pawncrs’ society in full 
operation. 
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SENEWING J AN OLD 1 EXPERIENCE. 

The railroad corporations are repeating in 
a somewhat subdued fashion on the National 
field the policy followed in this and other 
Western States during the Granger agitation 
over a dozen years ago. Then, however, the 
enactments of the law-making power were 
boldiy and insolently défied, whereas now 
the program is one of obstruction and eva- 
sion. Experience has taught some lessons, 
but evidently not enough. When the present 
railroad law was proposed in Illinois the cor- 
poration officials pronounced it ruinous, op 
pressive, and impossible of enforcement, and 
after the adoption of the statute it was vio- 
lated for years without hesitation, scruple, 
or concealment. Not until the final decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
was obtained was there even a decent pre- 
tense of obedience to the law. Railroad in- 
genuity was taxed to the utmost to make the 
Granger statute odious and oppressive by en- 
forcing it where it bore hard on shippers and 
violating it in all other cases. 

After the Granger victory in the Supreme 
Court the Illinois railroads had to succumb 
aud adopt rates 33 per cent below the sched- 
ule which they had pronouticed “ ruinous.” 
In Iowa the railroad officials abandoned their 
policy of resistance and got down on their 
marrow-bones, begging for a modification of 
the excessively stringent law of that State, 
ana pledging themselves if allowed some 
measure of discretion in fixing rates to use 
it justly and fairly. Iowa made some mate- 
rial changes in her policy after the sur- 
render of the corporations, bit Illinois 
refused after the decision of Fed- 
eral Supreme Court to modify ber short- 
haul maximun-rate law in any particalar. 
This statute, which embodies every essential 
feature of the Inter-State Commerce act, and 
is, in fact, the model on which the National 
law was drawn, bas been thoroughly enforced 
in respect to purely State traffic in Ilinois, 
and has proved so satisfactory that not a 


terial modification: It has not rained or op- 
pressed the railroads, but has blessed the 
vublic by enforcing fair dealing ahd stopping 


extortion and unjust discrimination. Not one 


voice is raised asking for its repeal or ma- 


Granger law, finds that the concessions made 


to the railroads were abused, and at this 
time controversies over exorbitant charges 


are being waged between the Mitate authori, 


ties and the railroads. 

The attempt to apply the Illinois plan of 
regulation to inter-State commerce is now 
meeting a resistance which differs in degree, 
not in kind, from that waged in this State 
twelve or fourteen years ago. There is the 
same outcry against the short-haul rule, the 
same studied attempt to withdraw privileges, 
push up rates wherever possible, and per- 
vert the law to the annoyance and vexation 
of shippers. Already commerce is being se- 
riously obstructed by these willful abuses of 
the law. Perhaps the most extraordinary 
instance of the kind is furnished by a Ten- 
nessee road belonging to the Southern Asso- 
ciation, which recently received a dispensa- 
tion from the Injer-State Commission sus- 
pending the short-haul clause for ninety 
days. 
condition of the suspension that charges 
should not be raised above the old tariff, but 
the road immediately proceeded to evade 
this requirement by allowing certain towns 
the rebilling privilege. Thus practically 
rates were advanced on other towns above 
the old tariff. The effect of this discrimina- 
tion can be seen by the fact that last Satur- 
day Nashville grain dealers quoted corn de- 
livered in Atlanta at 56 cents, while Chatta- 
nooga, 140 miles nearer, could offer only 573¢ 
cents. After being allowed temporary ex- 
emption from the short-haul rule the road is 
violating the conditions on which it obtained 
that favor. How does the Inter-State Com- 
mission propose to meet these perversions of 


law? Prompt, energetic action is demanded. 


If the commission adopts a timid, irresolute 
course and suffers itself to be run over by 
the corporations it will be legislatea out of 
existence at the next session of Congress. 


There is no reason why it should take three 


or four years to establish the new law and 
compel obedience, as was the case with the 
Granger statutes. The question of legal au- 
thority has been finally determined, and it is 
only necessary for the commission to use its 
powers promptly and energetically in getting 
the n carriers into the harness. 


STOCKS AND BONDS IN CHICAGO. 

A movement reportea in Tun Trisune of 
yesterday promises to give to the Chicago 
Board of Tradea much more cosmopolitan 
character and function than it has hitherto 


possessed. The proposition is to incorporate 


a stock exchange in connection with the 


board. It is expected that this néw 
phase of activity will be combined with the 
„Call“ organization recently formed within 


the membership of the board. The result 
will be a system of trading embracing all the 


most prominent articles of merchandise that 
are the subjects of speculative buying 
and selling. Ine list of properties 
will include grain, seeds, provisions, 
flour, hay, cotton and the oil obtained 
from its seed, petroleum, coffee, rail- 
road and manufacturing shares and bonds, 
With securities for money lent to municipal 
and other corporations, This will place the 
Board of Tradein the same relation to the 
expanded Chicago of today which it sus- 
tained when both were in their childhood 


period of growth. Then breadstuffs and hog 


products comprised all the articles on the 
list, and the purchasing was done on New 
York sufferance, with funds furnished from 
the same source. Now the people of this 
city have a great deal to say about the prices 
which are paid all over the civilized world, 
not only for produce, but for the other things 


already enumerated. It is fitting that Chi- 


cago should present the means for making 
the market price of ail these commodities 
within her own borders—that she should fur- 
nish the opportunity as well as the money and 
the men. 

Several attempts have been made to insti- 
tute here a market for the public sale of 
stocks and bonds, but the best only met with 
a temporary success. The latest stock ex- 
change started out with a big flourish of 
trumpets, and for atime it seemed to have 
demonstrated its right to survive. Butit long 
ago subsided into a phase of existence little 
better than nominal, and not more than that 
can be said of the trading in stocks on the 
Open Board. Neither one has presented just 
what was required to attract the patronage 
of capitalists, and these men still send their 
orders to Wall street, completely ignoring 
the home institution, the members of which 
sigh in vain for recognition. It is highly 
probable that this hitherto missing element 


will be supplied by our Board of Trade; and 


it may be confidently asserted that if it is not 
there is little hope for success to follow an 
effort by any other organization here. It will 
solve the-problem, either in the affirmative 
or négative, and even the latter solution 
would be of no small advantage by discour- 
aging a uséless display of energy in that di- 
rection in the near future.

WHITNEY’S NAVAL RESERVE FORCE. 
The proposition of Secretary Whitney to 


organize a navai reserve force is part and par- 


cel of the prevailing Washington flummery, 
very much of which centres in the Whitney 
establishments, both political and social, and 
of which the country is growing tired. 
A naval reserve force of the kind contem- 
plated by him would be as superfluous and 
useless as the fifth wheel of a coach. It 


might claim the distinction of being highly 


ornamental, but so far as any use goes it 
would not be of the slightest possible ac- 
count. In a word, the proposition is a pander 
to snobbery. 

The naval reserve force had its origin 
along the wealthy yachtsmen of New York, 
chums of Whitney, who desire to make trips 
abroad in the capacity of naval officials, and 
thereby secure a recognition and honors 
which they cannot obtain as private individ- 
uals, The owners of yachts visiting foreign 
countries are received by their own kind. 
As naval officials they would have official 
privileges and cut a much larger figure than 
they can now. They could hobnob with for- 
eign naval officers, dine with the K. C. B.’s, 
stretch their legs underadmiralty mahogany, 
and have their expenses paid by the Govern- 
ment whose uniform they wore. They could 
dance attendance at soirées and receptions, 
and have carte blanche among the aristocracy 
of officials, and wine and dine to their hearts’ 
content. This is all the naval reserve force 
contemplates—the creation of a privileged 
class of official do-nothings and sinecures, 
authorized by the Government to have a good 
time at the National expense. 

a It will occur to common people that before 
we have a naval reserve force we would bet- 
ter havea navy. It will also occur to them 
that if Congress should add a dozen vessels a 
year tothe navy for years to come it could 
not begin to accommodate the naval officers 
already on the lists. There are Commodores, 
Commanders, Captains, paymasters, and sur- 
geons enough on the rolls now to stock half 
the navies in the world. It is impossible 
now to find anything for them to do. They 
cannot be ordered off to their vessels as mil- 
itary officers are ordered off to their regi- 


ments, because there are no vessels to send 


them to. Hence they spend their time on 
shore, and their most arduous duties are con- 
fined te germans, teas, and swell receptions. 
Now it is gravely proposed to increase their 


The commission made it an express 


stamped out at once. The country wants 
neither the yachtsmen nor their yachts 
in the service, There is no place in 
which they can be of any use. If Secretary 
Whitney has naval ambitions, let him gratify 
them in providing the country with vessels 
of the proper class, to be manned by officers 
and sailors already on the pay-rolls, and di- 
rect nis social aspirations in other directions. 
Let him also quit flummery and anglomania 
in constructing his navy. The failure of 
Vanderbilt’s yacht Alva ought to be a sug 
gestive “pointer” to him. The Alva was 
built on English designs, and has proved a 
failure in draught, sailing qualities, and 
steering gear. The Secretary has already 
bought one English design and tried to get 
others by means more or less irregular. He 


would better drop yacht snobbery and watch 


his.English-designed crafts lest they prove 
failures also. It will tax all his ability to 
construct the vessels already provided for, 
and the more American he can make them 
the better it will be for his reputation. 
Meanwhile sporting yachtsmen in New York 
would better stick to their club rooms until 
their services are needed, as it will be sev- 
eral years before we shall have vessels 
enough to utilize the regular staff of officials. 
We have a naval reserve force now that is 
yearly increasing. It needs no outside 
stimulus. 7 


STATE AND LOCAL TAXATION. 

Another important step has been taken by 
the Sub-Committee of the Senate Committee 
on Revenue. A few days ago the Crabtree 
bill was substituted for the code proposed by 
the Revenue Commission, which was a sensi- 
dle thing to do, so far as it went, and now 
the provisions of the substitute borrowed from 
the work of the commission in regard to the 
taxatfon of telegraph, telephone, and express 
companies have been knocked out. “ This 
means,“ according to a Springfield dispatch, 
„that so far as the Senate is concerned there 
will be no divorcement of any kind of local 
and State taxes.“ If the Senate does not 
agree to it, that settles it as effectually as if 


every member of both brauches of the Leg- 


islature opposed the divorce. 

Assuming this interpretation of Wednes- 
day’s work in committee to be correct, a 
great peril has been averted. A separation 
of State and local taxation, by whatever 
means brought about, would open a wide 
door to almost illimitable boodleism in every 
county, city, township, and village in the 


State. Experience has shown that the pres- 
ent union has proved an effective check 


upon Assessors and, except in Cook Couaty, 


upon county boards. Our local boodle gang 


had the impudence two years in succession 
to urge the State Board of Equalization to in- 
crease the valuation of Cook County, and 
thus saddle upon their own constituents an 
unfair proportion of Stafe expenses, so that 
the ring could have more money to squander. 
No similar instance has occurred in any other 
county, so far as we remember, and it is safe 
to say that future meetings of the State 
Board will witness nothing of the kind. 

If it were not that the valuations of one 
year determine the limit of taxation. for the 
next it would not matter whether they were 
over or under, provided only they were uni- 
form; but to tear down the wall of protection 
against excessive taxation would be to put 
property atthe mercy of an army of tax- 
eaters, constantly hovering on the border, 
ready to seize the first opportunity to commit 
depredation. One especial reason why IIli- 
nois attracts so large.a share of outside cap- 
ital is that under our tax system the investor 
feels that he is reasonably secure from plun- 
der by process of law. It has taken many 
years of legislation and judicial decision to 
secure the protection sow enjoyed. To undo 
what has been done would be productive of 
infinit disaster. 

Important as it is that the union of State 
and local taxation should be maintained, it 
must not be forgotten that there is an evil in 
the opposit direction which ought to be cor- 
rected. The State Board cannot, as the law 
stands, increase the valuation in one county 
without making au equal decrease elsewhere. 
Ite limit of aggregate variation is 1 per cent, 
and that is allowed only because any equal- 
ization mustinvolve some slight variation in 
the grand total The theory is that no ma- 
terial change in the aggregate sum shall be 
allowed. This is the weak point in the rev- 
enue code of IIlinois, the one which really 
explains the greater part of the dissatisfac- 
tion felt throughout the State with thé sys- 
tom now in operation. If the law were so 
changed that the board coulda inérease the 
valuations in any county from 10 to 20 per 
cent without corresponding decrease some- 
where else the effect would be wholesome. 
In a word, the restraint upon overvaluation 
should be offset by a corrective for under- 
valuation. That would be genuine equaliza- 


tion, especially if the authority to equalize 


extended to classes as well as counties, which 
should certainly be provided for. 

These enlargements of the power of the 
State Board should be coupled with a curtail- 
ment elsewhere. We refer to the valuations 
of railroad property. Instead of the loose 
rein now given to it the board should be re- 
quired to make gross earnings the standard 
of valuation. As Tun Trisune has previous- 
ly shown in détail, the gross éarnings are 
about one-sixth of the actual value of the 
property. Accepting this fact as the base of 
calculation there would be no difficulty in 
making a fair division of the burdens of tax- 
ation as between railroad corporations and 
other property-holders. This General As- 
sembly has a rare chance to score an enviable 
record for revenue reform, and that, too, 
without launching out into the sea of experi- 
ment.

DAVE HILI’S THIRSTY VETO. 

Gov. Hill’s veto of the High-License bill 
was very adroitly drawn, but the wily Dom- 
ocratic volitician was unable to enumerate 
all his objections without letting the cat out 
of the bag and displaying his indisposition to 


check the liquor supply, particularly in Dem- 


ocratic localities. Confessedly it was quite 
shrewd in Hill to attach to his veto the cer- 
tificate of a chemist who had discovered 
traces of alcohol in cider, ginger-beer, and 
lemonade; but why did not the Governor 
cause a similar scientific inquiry into the 
constituent elements of spring-water or 
fresh-laid eggs! Competent .chemists 
can discover traces of alcohol in almost all 
articles of diet, and if Hill’s lemonade- 
ginger- beer argument was thought worth 
anything he should have supplied illustra- 
tions showing its full scope, or else have can- 
didly admitted that the High-License bill ap- 
plied only to the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors. Hill’s ginger-beer dodge appears to 
have excited some merriment in New York, 
but there must be many citizens of that 
State who regret to see the Governor mani- 
festing in a state paper some of the proclivi- 
ties of a Smart Aleck.” 

Hill’s objection to the High-License bill on 
the ground that it imposes unequal taxation 
has also a ginger-beer flavors Laws of this 
character are usually regarded as police reg- 
ulations and not primarily as tax measures. 
In States having the same constitutional 
provision as New York it is not thought 
unconstitutional to tax saloons in one lo- 
cality higher than in another, the 
question being het so much one of taxation 


mans are all “well-meaning citizens,“ the 
New York Governor objects to the Crosby 
bill chiefly because it would “ operate solely 
upon the two great Democratic constit- 
uencies of the State, while Republican cities 
and constituencies are exempted from its 
burdens.” Surely it is rather strange to 
speak of closing saloons, checking drunken- 
ness, and increasing municipal revenues as 
an oppressive policy not to be inflicted on 
Democratic communities unless Republican 
cities and towns are made to bear an equal 
share of the same burden.“ Obviously, 
aws for rooting out low doggeries should be 
supplied first to the localities most in need of 
such reform, and a better place tor a begin- 
ning could hardly be found than in the two 
great Democratic oonstituencies of New 
York. Hill claims, however, that the pro- 
portion of saloons to population is less in 
New York than in some of the outside cities, 
but this proves nothing even if true. In 
packed and crowded New York one saloon 
may be accessible to more drinkers than two 
or three would be in the outside cities of the 
State, where the population spreads over a 
greater area and is not huddled together in 
tenement-houses and high buildings. The 
undisputed fact is that the drink evil has 
reached frightful proportions in the two 
great Democratic constituencies,’ and that 
there reform is most urgently needed. The 
Democratic Governor, however, regards the 
lessening of drink-shops as a hardship, and 
holds that, as groggeries are a blessing, the 
more of them the better, especially in great 
Democratic communities. 


ANOTHER NEW SOUTH EPISODE. 

It was Mr. Grady of Atlanta who enjoyed 
a temporary boom of personal popularity by 
airing his eloquence at the recent New En- 
gland dinner, picturing the magnanimity of 
the New South towards the colored race, ex- 
willing its fervid devotion to the laws of the 
country, and appéaling to the North to rec- 
ognize the patriotism of that section and emu- 
late it. Mr. Grady was particularly entnu- 
siastic in his description of the New South, 
and pictured the roseate existence of the 


_ negro under the new order of things in vivid 


colors. 

Mr. Grady thereby built a very large boom 
for himself and achieved such a sudden pop- 
ularity that his name was even mentioned in 
connection with the National ticket of his 
party. There were many people in the North 
who took a great deal of stock in his New 
South, butsomehow or other the market has 
turned against them and steadily declined 
until New South is no longer quoted. Scarce- 
ly a day passes that something does not turn 
up showing that it is the same Old South 
after all. One of these incidents happened 
the other day. A middle-aged colored man, 
respectable in dress and behavior, purchased 
a first-class ticket from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta and took his séatin the car. What re- 
sulted is told in the dispatch as follows:

The conductor endeav- 
ored to save the objectionable passenger from 
the indignity to which he Was being subjected, 
but the train * * Dalton the négro wis 
eres out in the dark and left standing in a 


This little affair occurred in the most in- 
telligent portion of Mr. Grady’s New South, 
not in the Old South of Mississippi or Ala- 
bama, where a similar defense of his rights 
would have resulted in something worse than 
being pounded by three ruffians and thrown 
intoaditch. It Was in that section where, 
according to Mr. Grady, thereare the kindest 
of feelings towards colored men: where no 
color line is drawn; where the two races get 
along together harmoniously and even af- 
fectionately; and where the laws of the 
country are respected. Prejudiced Northern 
men, however, will fail to see any radical 
difference between the New South and the 
Old South, or to discriminate between their 
methods of treating the negro. It may be 
that the New South is boiling over with affec- 
tion for him, but it has a strange way of 
showing it. If this were a single instance it 
might be regarded as exceptional, but, un- 
fortunately, episodes of this kind are com- 
mon—so common, indeed, that Mr. Grady’s 
New South boom is in danger of utter 
collapse. 

It is some compensation that the colored 
man has his remedy. Civil-rights legisla tion 
cannot help him, because civil rights are not 
recognized in the New South, but he will sue 
the road for damages under the Inter-State 
Commerce law, which expressly provides 
that there shall be no discrimination against 
any person. The New South may deny that 
this colored man is a first-class passenger— 
though he is first class by a large majority 
in comparison with some of the whites who 
travel in that section—but it cam hardly deny 
that he is a person and maintain it before a 
court, évenin the New South. Mr. Grady 
says there is a great deal of justice there, 
and, of course, the negro will get the dam- 
ages from the road which he deserves, but 
this does not affect the humbug about the 
New South which Grady 80 eloquently 
spouted amid the fizzing of champagne and 
the applause of his. auditors.

Laspon, April 14.—In the Portuguese Cham- 
ber of Deputies today Sefior de Carvalho, 
Minister of Finance, introduced the budget 
for 1887-88. It places the Kingdom’s receipts 
at 209,000,000 francs, the ordinary expendi- 
tures at 200,000,000 franes, and the extraor- 
dinary expenditures at 12,000,000 francs. As 
the customs receipts for the first three quar- 
ters of the present fiscal year have increased 
6,000,000 francs, the budget states that it will 
be unfiecessary to have recourse to credit. 
The principal subjects of financial legislation 
which the Government will deal with will be 
those relating to the tobacco question, the 
reform of the Bank of Portugal, the optional 
conversion of the 3 per cent extérior debt to 
redeemable obligations, and the conversion 
of the internal perpetual debt to annuities to 
the extent pertiitted by the budget re- 
sources.

RULES GOVERNING AMERICAN VESs- 
SELS IN CANADIAN WATERS. 


The Dominion Government Will Not Suffer 
Foreign Craft to Encroach on Its Const- 
ing Trade—Grain Freights at a Stand- 
still—_The Wrecked Arundal Released— 
No Change in the Straits—Sale of the 
Oneida—Coal Charters—Nautical Notes. 

Collector Seeberger has received from the 
Canadian Minister of Marine the following rules 
governing American vessels that trade to Cana- 
dian ports: 

Foreign yessels may transport and 
passengers from a tore vort and land the same 
at two or more Canadiag ports, Clearing from 
each in succession un of said cargo and 
are landed.

eidental parting of such vessel by breaking 
hawser or other temporary damages.
